“We said further that it was necessary to exert 
all means of avoiding an armed conflict and we 


October 10: 

“I happen to know that when M. Bonnet’'s doubts 
began to be voiced in London, the Soviet Embassy 
there and in Paris informed the British and French 
authorities most unequivocally that Russia would 
stand by her pledged word.” 

Moreover, the Soviet Union gave unimpeachable 
evidence of her firm position when she warned Poland 
that action on her part against Czechoslovakia would 
result in cancellation of the Soviet-Polish pact. 

The full extent to which the Soviét Union was 
prepared to stand by Czechoslovakia was further evi- 
denced in Litvinov’s speech of September 23 before 
the Sixth Commission of the League of Nations. Lit- 
vinov indicated that the Soviet Union was prepared 
to come to Czechos‘ovakis's aid, alone if necessary, 
should that country demand such aid through the 
League: . 

“Should such a case arise, Soviet Russia could 
come to the aid of Crechosiovakia only in virtue of 
a voluntary decision on her part or a decision by 
the League.” 

By this statement the Soviet Government made it 
clear that it was prepared to respond to the call of 
Czechoslovakia. The declaration of Litvinov was 
clearly understood in Prague. The statements of 
Czechoslovakian Cabinet Ministers testify to their 
knowledge of the Soviet Government's unshakable 
loyalty. Minister of Propaganda Vavrecka stated in 
his radio address of September 30: 

“Undoubtedly the great Soviet Union would have 
been prepared to go to war.” Minister of Justice Dr. 
Derer broadcast on the same day: 

“The only ally who has not betrayed us is the 
Soviet Union. It has assured us of its help to the 
utmost possible degree. Tt has stood by its obliga- 
tions, although in carrying them out it would have 
had to reckon with a war against Poland and Hun- 

The message of the Soviet Union was fully under- 
stood by the Government of Czechoslovakia. The peo- 
ple had forced the capitulating Hodza Ministry to 
resign, and had given the Sirovy Government a man- 
date to resist to the last. But the Government did not 
fulfill the will of the united people to resist nor avail 
herself of the Soviet Union's readiness to render aid. 


did not wish to afford the French Government a pre- 
text for considering iiself released from its obliga- 
tions; and because there was still the possibility of a 
militant stand on the part of the French people in 
behalf of Czechoslovakia. 

Secondly, the Soviet Union did not wish to play 
into the hands of those who were only waiting to 
isolate Czechoslovakia: by calling her struggle for na- 
tional integrity a “Bolshevik plot.” 

Already militarist Japan had come out with state- 
ments calculated to alienate all non-Communist opin- 
ion from Czechoslovakia. A cable from Tokio to The 
New York Times of September 22 quoted the news- 
paper Miyake as saying editorially:

President Roosevelt has already spoken 
for the American people when he branded 
this Dies Committee stuff as “flagrantly un- 
American.” 

But there really are American Commu- 
nists—75,000 of them, in fact, all over the 
country. And Ear! Browder, secretary of the 
Communist Party, has issued a nation-wide 
invitation to all honest people to join this 
deep and dark “conspiracy” and see for them- 
selves what it, is doing in its fight for jobs, 
security, democracy and peace. 

But, if Mr. Dies or his red-baiting col- 
leagues wanted to join the Communist Party, 
we are afraid they would have to be rejected. 


For, in order to be a Communist you also 
have to be a good American, F supporter of 
true Americanism. And Mr. Dies and his red- 
baiters are thoroughly un-American. 

For example, it is obvious that neither 
Dies nor the Wall Street fascists who have 
put him up to the job of knifing the New 
Deal, believe in the democratic principles of 
America’s history. But the Communist Party 
does. The very opening words of its Consti- 
tution Preamble declare: 

“The Communist Party of the United 
States of America is a working class polit- 
ical party carrying forward today the tra- 


States Constitution against its reactionary 
enemies who would destroy democracy and 
all popular liberties.” | 
So that leaves Mr. Dies out already. 
Mr. Dies was supposed to férret out the 
fascists, domestic and imported, who are un- 
dermining our democracy, Instead, he pro- 
tected them. And this also would disqualify 
him from membership in the Communist 
Party. For our Party Constitution is very 
severe on this point and declares bluntly: 
“The Communist Party of the U.S.A. 
upholds the democratic achievements of 
the American people. It opposes with all 
its power any clique, group, circle, faction 
or party which conspires or acts to subvert, 
undermine, weaken or overthrow any or all 
institutions of American democracy where- 
by the majority of the American people 
have obtained power to determine their 
own destiny in any degree.” (Article 6.)

the Dies Committee and the Hoover gang 
which backs it, for are they not at this very 
moment working up an ever greater sym- 
pathy and practical cooperation with the pro- 
Hitler groups, the Nazi Bunds, the Chamber- 
lain agents?

Finally, the Dies Committee has sponsored 
law-breakers, labor spies, professional fo- 
menters of industrial violence and civil dis- 
order. And this, still further confirming the 
un-American actions of the red-baiters, would 
keep them out of the Communist Party. For 
the Communist Party Constitution leaves no 
room for such disrupters and provocateurs in 
its ranks: 


“Party members found to be... ad- 
vocates of terrorism and violence as a 
method of Party procedure.. shall be 
summarily dismissed from positions of re- 
sponsibility, expelled from the Party and 
exposed before the general public.” 

In short, Dies and the red-baiters, as 
enemies of popular government, collaborators 
with agents of foreign fascist movements and 
sponsors of violence, will have to remain out- 
side of the Communist Party. 

And, in accordance with our Constitution, 
Section 9, we shall persistently tell the Amer- 
ican people the truth about them and or- 
ganize the people to defeat their un-American, - 
pro-fascist conspiracies. 

But, by this very token, all Americans 
who believe in democracy, in freeing our peo- 
ple from the exploitation of Wall Street, in 
creating a happier and prosperous America,

The Washington Redskins kept

It was the second deadlock be-

500 percent. He booted one in the 
opening period and another early 
in the last period. 

Then, with 50 seconds remaining, 
Riley failed to come through in the 
clutch as he hoisted a field goal try 
from the 24-yard line and missed 
the uprights by inches. 

The redskins showed statistical 
superiority over the Dodgers but 
whenever they got within striking 
distance of a touchdown their at- 
tack failed to click and they had 
to call on Smith. 

The Redskins made 18 first downs 
to six for Brooklyn, gained 121 yards 
rushing against 80, and completed 
16 of 32 passes for 171 yards, against 
17 yards for the opposition which 
completed only one of eight passes. 

Washington struck immediately 
following the kickoff, putting to- 
gether a pair of first downs to go
